Washington, June I —If an 
agreement made late last evening 
holds so long a report on the 
statehood bill will be brought into 
the House and Senate either to 
day or Saturday. 
The report 
will recommend the acceptance of 
the first Foraker amendment as a 
settlement of the controversy as 
to the treatment of New Mexico 
and Arizona. 
There is no doubt 
that this report will be acceptable 
to the House, especially so if it 
can be given any assurance that 
it will be accepted by the Senate. 
But the contest then will be in 
the Senate, for it will require 
some persuasion on the part of 
Senator Aldrich to bring Senator 
b rak er around to the acceptance 
of this compromise. 
Mr. Aldrich 


is now engaged in that task. 
This turn of events does not 
imply an abandonment of the eP 
fort to put the statehood bill on 
the sunday civic bill as a rider, 
should the report be rejected by 
the Senate. 
There are a number 
of senators who will vote foi the 
compromise who, if that should 
fail, would then turn around and 
assist Mr. Foraker in his effort 
to put the dill on the sundry civil 
bill. 
The statehood conferees, who 
meet often and move seldom, did 
take a step Thursday morning. 
They agreed to the House provis­ 
ion respecting the location of the 
capital of the prospective state of 
Oklahoma, which again locates it 
at Guthrie till 1915.

MEASURING 
DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De­ 
termined by Interesting Scien­ 
tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 
height of the atmosphere as measured 


wT* J ‘ J ‘ S%% Wh° determ*nes 
the thickness of the air envelope 
by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear­ 
ance of blue from the sky. 
The mo 
meat at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 
with approximate certainty 
by 
the 
naked eye when the air is clear; and 
tu trigonometrY roay be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated 
particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec­ 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun’s light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but th# 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. 
The 
former 
gives the height of the atmosphere at 
109 miles

LOW WAGES IN SAXONY. 


The Cost of Food Is Generally Higher 
Than It Is in This 
Country.

Coincident with the discussion of 
the wage question in the United States, 
Consul Pike, of Zittau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions in his dis­ 
trict would make those of the United 
States seem rather well off by com­ 
parison. 
The worst conditions are to 
be found in the Trzebirge district, in 
the lace, trimming, flower and top in­ 
dustries. 
Although it is possible in 
some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate is 
2Ms cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. 
The workshop Is usually in the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen of the family. 
The 
working hours in many cases amount 
to 9u hours a week, and every member 
of the family, from the children to the 
old people, take part in the work. 
At 
tne same time tne cost of food is 
higher, as a whole, than in the United 
States. The following are some of the 
retail prices: 
Beefsteak. 26 cents 
a 
pound; pork. 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham, 
29; veal, 19; mutton. 18, and butter’ 
30 cents a pound; chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof­ 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9.04 a 
barrel; apples. $1, and potatoes, 
24 
cents a bushel.

The report 
will recommend the acceptance of 
the first Foraker amendment as a 
settlement of the controversy as 
to the treatment of New Mexico 
and .Arizona. There is no doubt 
that this report will be acceptable 
to the House, especially , so if it 
can be givpn any assurance that 
it will be accepted by the Senate. 
But the contest then will be in 
the Senate, for it will requi-e 
some persuasion on the part of 
Senator Aid rich to bring Senator 
Foraker around to the acceptance 
of this compromise. Mr. Aldricb 


is now engaged in that task. 


This turn of events does not 


imply an abandonment of the ef 
fort to put the statehood bill on 
the sundry civic bill 'as a rider, 
should the report be rejected by 
the Senate. There are a number 
of senators who will vote for the 
compromise who, if that should 
fail, would then turn around and 
assist Mr. Foraker in his effort 
to put the bill on the sundry civil 
bill. 


The statehood conferees, who 


meet often and move seldom, did 
take a step Thursday morning. 
They agreed to the House provis- 
ion respecting the location of the 
capital of the prospective state of 
Oklahoma, which again locates it 
at Guthrie till 1915.

MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. S*;, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky. The mo- 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed quite -easily 
witn approximate certainty 
by 
the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of, the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its bluenerfs of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but thf 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stara. The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The 
former 


gives the height of the atmosphere at 
109 miles 


with some quickly moving arrange- 
ment of soft brushes, and fed with a 
ulghly desiccated air, from which al- 
most in a moment, the bather will 
emerge, dried, and with a skin gently 
stimulated, and perhaps electrified, to 
clothe himself quickly and pass down 
the lift to bis breakfast, which he will 
eat to the accompaniment of a sum- 
mary of the morning's news read out 
for the benefit of the family, or whis- 
pered into his ear by a talking ma- 
chine " 


Dishwashing will be easy in that

force and charged with nascent oxy- 
gen; dried by electric heat, and pol- 
ished by electric force, being finally 
oxygen-bathed as a superfluous act of 
sanitary cleanliness before being sent 
to table again. And all that has come 
off the plates will drop through the 
scullery floor Into the destructor be- 
neath to be oxygenated and made away 
with."

The Cost of Food Is Oenerally Higher 


Than It Is in This 


Country.

the wage question In the United States, 
Consul Pike, of Zittau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions id his dis- 
trict would make those of the United 
States seem rather well off by com- 
parison. The worst conditions are to 
be found in the Trzebirge district, in 
the lace, trimming, flower and top in- 
dustries. 
Although it is possible in 


some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate is 
2% cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. The workshop Is usually in the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen of the family. The 
working hours in many cases amount 
to 90 hours a week, and every member 
of the family, from the children to the 
old people, take part in the work 
At 


tne same time tne cost of food is 
higher, as a whole, than In the United 
States The following are some of the 
retail prices: 
Beefsteak, 26 cents a 


pound; pork, 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham 
29; veal, 19, mutton, 18, and butter, 
30 cents a pound; chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof- 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9.04 a 
barrel; apples, $1, and potatoes, 24 
cents a bushel.

Washington, June 1.—If an 


agreement made late last evening 
holds so long a report on the 
statehood bill will be brought into 
the House and Senate either to 
day or Saturday. The report 
will recommend the acceptance of 
the first Foraker amendment as a 
settlement of the controversy as 
to the treatment of New Mexico 
and .Arizona. There is no doubt 
that this report will be acceptable 
to ..the Hpuse, especially , so if it 
can be given any assurance that 
it will be accepted by the Senate. 
But the contest then will be in 
the Senate, for it will requre 
some persuasion on the part of 
Senator Aid rich to bring Senator 
Foraker around to the acceptance 
of this compromise. Mr. Aldricb 


is now engaged in that task. 


This turn of events does not 


i S3 ply an abandonment of the ef* 
fort to put the, statehood bill on 
the sundry civic bill 'as a rider, 
should the report be rejected by 
the Senate. There are a number 
of senators who will vote f01 the 
compromise who, if that should 
fail, would then turn around and 
assist Mr. Foraker in his effort 
to put the bill on the sundry civil 
bill. 


The statehood conferees, who 


meet often and move seldom, did 
take a step Thursday morning. 
They agreed to the House provis- 
ion respecting the location of the 
capital of the prospective state of 
Oklahoma, which again locates it 
at Oruthrie till 1915.

At the end of March or during the 


first week in April all the gray geese 
la the Outer Hebrides collect in one 
place before taking their departure for 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 


To estimate their numbers ia impos- 


sible, and to behold this vast con- 
course of geese as one of the Bights of 
a lifetime. 
The vaat host of birds 


stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylega starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overnead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds rise in the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
three single birds In a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the ]§lng returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
into the air again, and the same pro- 
cess is gone through before he Iea4s 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns until all 


are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him in the air as he flies 
back to them. Then, with their sov-, 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward the pole not to re- 
turn until the following October. 


MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. SAa, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky. The mo- 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite -easily 


with approximate certainty 
by 
the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of,, the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky Its bluenerfs of tint by the reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but thf 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The 
former 


gives the height of the atmosphere at 
109 miles

Consul Pike, of Zlttau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions id his dis- 
trict would make those of the Unltec 
States seem rather well oft by com- 
parison. The worst conditions are to 
be found in the Trzebirge district. In 
the lace, trimming, flower and top In- 
dustries. Although it is possible in 
some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate is 
2% cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. The workshop is usually in the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen of the family. The 
working hours in many cases amount 
to 90 hours a week, and every member 
of the family, from the children to the 
old people, take part in the work 
At 


tne same time tne cost of food is 
higher, as a whole, than in the United 
States The following are some of the 
retail prices: 
Beefsteak, 26 cents 


pound; pork, 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham, 
29; veal, 19, mutton, 18, and butter, 
30 cents a pound; chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof- 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9.04 a 
barrel; apples, $1, and potatoes, 24 
cents a bushel.
